1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-3 and 28 are drawn to a method of eliciting a TLR-8mediated cellular 
response, classified in class 435, subclass 7.1. 

II. Claims 4-11 and 29 are drawn to a method of treating an organism, classified in 
class 514, subclass 12. 

III. Claims 12-21 are drawn to a method of identifying a TLR-8 agonist, classified in 
class 435, subclass 6+. 

IV. Claims 22-25 are drawn to a method of identifying a TLR-8 antagonist, classified 
in class 435, subclass 6+. 

V. Claim 26 is drawn to a method of using a dominant negative variant of TLR-8, 
classified in class 435, subclass 7.95. 

VI. Claim 27 is drawn to a method of using a IRM compound as a positive control, 
classified in class 435, subclass 7.1. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
The methods of Inventions I-VI are patentably distinct, having different products, 

different endpoints and different method steps. For example, the method of Invention I is 
directed to eliciting a TLR-8 mediated cellular response in a cell and the method of Invention II 
is directed to treating an organism. 
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3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Furthermore, the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art as a separate subject 
for inventive effect and require independent searches. The search for each of the above 
inventions is not co-extensive particularly with regard to the literature search. A reference, 
which would anticipate the invention of one group, would not necessarily anticipate or make 
obvious the other group. Moreover, as to the question of burden of search, classification of 
subject matter is merely one indication of the burdensome nature of the search involved. 
Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate 
status in the art as shown by their different classification and because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, election of a single group for examination purposes as indicated is . 
proper.
